From Ihj moaniiigs, ami hideous con- 
tortions of countenancp apparent in oettaiu 
quarters, it is mamfest that penance is 
.being;don.e fortho tiiuititude of stns oom- 
inilted in adniinistering the government of 
British Columbia. The deuiunsuations 
fjom end'to end of both Colonies condenm 
ing il9 suicidal policy, has caused convic- 
tion,' and the peccavi cry is heard — " Oh, 
Mr, Colonist do lei xvp 07 wo are ruined." 
Like many other sinners, wheu they find 
nature places a bar to <he further gratilica- 
lion (if passion, they lioi-.nmc relii,'ious and 
set t(\Bmselve-i i.p as examples of vinue. 
So with ihu BritLsii (.'olumbiu jjovcriiinuiil. 
From 185t), when gold was lir-t discovori;d, 
down to IS08, wlit'ii it becatno known 
abroad, and .sub-'cquently, every dispatcli to 
the Colonial office, and every act of the 
gerernment depreciated foreign imnaigra- 
tion, and finally aucceeded in depriving the 
country of the only population fitted to fill 
it rapidly with the appliances of civilization. 
Trade vsas inferdicted except lo a monopoiy , 
the laflds'wero Itept under loek and key; 
immigration was only tolerated because 
there vvas no force to drivi^ it from thd 
country; arbitrary and unjust exactions 
were repeated over and a:.;ain ; public faith 
was violated : public coiilidenoe wan lost; 
and to cap the cliniax', the rnule-tajL was 
sprung at an inauspicious momenl on the 
country. Goaded to desperation, but rely- 
ing on the inviolate faith of the Home 
Qovernment, lue people have made, demon- 
stration after demonstfation^' 'deterraiijed 
now to lay thtiir grievaaees at the foot of the 
throne, confident that they will tie redressed. 
Seeing that the country' will submit no 
longer to misgovernment, a dispo.sition is 
manifest to do an involuntary penance, and 
by temporizing postpone the inauguration of 
an Assembly. 

We are not inscu-siblu to the i)ron)piiii:is 
of patriotism ; but we opine l.'iat ti.o u.Viim- 
ple of Roman virtue set by Uuintiua Ciir- 
tius in lyapin:; into tho cliasin to .save lii i 
country, would be better followed by keep- 
ing up a continuous agitation, than by its 
cessation. And hovreyer'miieh aniieiy it 
may cost some,, xelaxaliou on ol»rpart vyill 
•nevetr ooour till those pwgf««si»e principles 
«.re iBaugurated 'thit every Enfjlishman 
claims his birthright. The bug-bear that 
ho loan can be made till we sing the gov- 
ernment doxology, may do to frighten a few 
weak-minded and credulous persons to em- 
brace tho orthodo.v faith. Bui the gatuu of 
soli'iiire lias b('(!ii played loo lonfj lo give 
eonviticinu' rvidKiicn of pcrm.-ineut iniin.ivi'- 
menl to those who penetralu the llimsy vi'il 
t'niown around governincnud policy, 'i'he 
best proof of repentance would be the re- 
peal of l!ie mule-ta.v. Before ihf df]!t:la- 
iion waited on the Gove^rnment, ito sgeiiln 
studiously eironlated tho report that the 
Governor had no authority to make a loan. 
Since that subterfuge has exploded, we are 
told agitation niust cease and it will be .done. 
Bad governraenls always fear agitation. 
They Jctwiw power only emanates from the 
people, and thus the sample we liave is 
trembling in "sack-eloth and ashes."
